To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Health  Services  of  the  Borough  of  Newark  for  1968. 

The  population  figure  estimated  by  the  Registrar  shows  a 
decrease  of  390  since  1967.  The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings 
increased  by  79  in  1968.  The  reason  for  the  estimated  decrease  in 
population  remains  a  mystery. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  showed  a  rise  from  13.0  to  31.7  — 
actual  number  of  deaths  rose  from  6  in  1967  to  14  in  1968.  The 
figure  in  1967  was  considerably  lower  than  the  England  and  Wales 
figure.  There  had  been  approximately  10  deaths  per  year  in  the 
years  preceding  1967  Due  to  the  small  number  involved  the  infant 
mortality  rate  fluctuates  greatly  with  a  small  rise  or  fall  in  the  actual 
number  of  deaths.  It  will  be  noted  that  half  the  number  of  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life,  the  cause  generally  being  prematur¬ 
ity,  or  congenital  deformities  incompatible  with  survival.  Those 
over  4  weeks,  generally  speaking,  died  from  severe  lung  infections. 

On  October  1st,  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regu¬ 
lations  1968  came  into  operation.  Acute  primary  and  influenzal 
pneumonia,  acute  rheumatism  and  puerperal  pyrexia  need  no  longer 
be  notified.  For  the  first  time  Infective  Jaundice,  Leprosy,  Lepto¬ 
spirosis,  Tetanus  and  Yellow  Fever,  require  to  be  notified.  Due  to 
this  amendment  I  have  deleted  the  tables  of  notified  infectious 
disease.  For  several  years  this  has  shown  an  absence  of  serious 
infectious  disease  in  the  district. 

I  share  Mr.  Taylor’s  concern  about  the  large  number  of  older 
terrace  houses  which  continue  to  deteriorate  through  the  passage  of 
time.  I  am  sure  it  is  our  aim  to  improve  housing  standards  all  the 
time,  but  if  we  are  even  to  maintain  our  present  housing  standards 
active  encouragement  must  be  given  to  the  provision  of  Improvement 
Grants,  and  adequate  repair  of  the  older  properties,  together  with 
the  replacement  of  unfit  houses  with  modern  dwellings. 

Progress  continued  on  the  new  sewage  works  which  should  be 
functioning  in  1969.  Refuse  disposal  is  becoming  an  acute  problem 
with  the  serious  shortage  of  tipping  space.  Incineration  or  pulver¬ 
isation  will  have  to  be  considered  as  a  method  of  refuse  disposal  in 
the  very  near  future.

I  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee, 
and  all  Councillors,  for  their  kindness  shown  to  me  since  my  arrival.

The  accommodation 
consists  of  78  dressing  cubicles  with  two  communal  dressing  rooms. 
Foot  baths  and  toilets  are  adjacent.  There  is  also  a  sun  bathing 
lawn,  children’s  paddling  pool  and  playground. 

Water  in  the  open-air  pool  is  filtered  through  a  strainer  at  the 
deep  end.  After  filtration  the  water  is  chemically  dosed  and  passes 
through  2  Bell  Bros.  Sand  Filters  which  ensure  a  complete  change 
of  water  every  six  hours. 

From  the  filters,  after  being  chlorinated,  the  water  re-enters 
the  pool,  via  the  fountain  at  the  shallow  end.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence 
of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  ill, 
aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council’s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

The  work  in  connection  with  housing  conditions  has  continued 
during  the  year  as  one  of  the  aspects  of  Public  Health  work.  Demo¬ 
lition  Orders  have  been  made  in  respect  of  9  houses  and  15  houses 
have  been  demolished. 

There  is  still  a  comparatively  small  number  of  houses  due  to  be 
dealt  with  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  large  proportion 
of  these  have  already  been  inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Council. 
Apart  from  such  houses  in  very  poor  condition  there  still  remains  in 
the  town  a  substantial  number,  probably  3,000  -  3,500  of  older 
terrace  type  houses,  many  of  them,  in  need  of  considerable  repair 
and  many  at  comparatively  low  rents.  These  houses  built  70  -  100 
years  ago  are  lacking  in  modern  amenities  —  bathrooms,  hot  water 
supplied,  indoor  sanitation,  modern  heating.  As  the  months  and 
years  pass  by  numbers  of  these  houses  deteriorate  and  I  feel  that 
steps  should  be  taken  to  halt  this  decline  and  reverse  the  process. 
Property  owners,  whether  owner  occupiers  or  not  should  be  given 
every  encouragement  to  modernise  and  improve  their  houses. 
Some  houses  are  already  being  improved  by  means  of  Standard  and 
Discretionary  Grants  but  to  be  effective  these  numbers  should  be 
considerably  increased. 


Clean  Air  Act 

Problems  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  have  been  few,  as  far  as 
industrial  smoke  is  concerned,  and  by  now  I  feel  that  all  operators 
of  boiler  plant  are  aware  of  the  economic  significance  of  smoking 
chimneys. 

Smoking  chimneys  mean  inefficient  burning  of  fuel  and  this 
applies  equally  to  domestic  use.  Modern  heating  methods  mean 
that  heat  which  formerly  disappeared  up  the  chimney  is  now  used 
more  efficiently.  There  is  an  added  bonus  in  a  reduction  in  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution  with  its  resultant  damage  to  life  and  property. 
Complaints  arise  from  time  to  time  regarding  black  smoke  caused 
by  burning  rubber  and  scrap  cable.  So  far  a  number  of  warnings 
have  been  issued  regarding  the  nuisance  which  arises,  but  it  may 
be  that  more  positive  action  will  have  to  be  considered. 


Food  Inspection 

The  inspection  of  food  and  premises  where  food  is  stored, 
handled,  produced  and  sold  is  a  most  important  part  of  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  work.  One  inspector  is  employed  full  time  at  the  Abattoir 
carrying  out  meat  inspection. 
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It  is  a  task  requiring  expert  knowledge,  attention  to  detail  and 
physical  fitness.  The  high  standard  of  stock  sent  for  slaughter  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  no  significant 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  meat  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption. 

Regular  inspections  of  shops,  restaurant  kitchens  and  other 
food  premises  are  made  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  high  standard 
of  food  handling.  Whilst  this  work  is  often  described  as  routine,  it 
involves  dealing  with  all  sorts  of  different  premises,  many  of  which 
were  never  constructed  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  now  used. 
Advantage  is  taken  of  the  opportunity  during  inspection  to  advise 
food  handlers  on  the  important  aspect  of  Food  Hygiene.  One 
cannot  over  stress  the  importance  of  personal  cleanliness  and  good 
habits.  The  practice  of  washing  hands  before  handling  food, 
particularly  after  visiting  the  toilet  is  no  doubt  the  biggest  factor  in 
food  hygiene. 

A  number  of  complaints  arose  during  the  year  concerning 
unsound  food,  suspected  contamination,  and  foreign  bodies  found 
in  foodstuffs,  these  were  reported  to  the  Council  and  suitable  action 
taken. 

Much  has  been  said  on  the  subject  of  dogs  in  food  shops. 
Legislation  forbidding  the  taking  of  dogs  into  such  shops  has  been 
considered,  but  in  a  modern  society  it  should  not  be  necessary  to 
invoke  the  law,  particularly  as  our  legislators  have  other  more 
weighty  problems  to  deal  with.  The  real  solution  lies  with  dog 
owners  —  Dogs  should  not  be  taken  into  food  shops. 

A  similar  consideration  would  also  lead  to  the  abolition  of  the 
fouling  of  pavements  by  dogs. 


Rodent  Control 

First  and  foremost  one  thinks  of  the  control  of  rats  and  mice. 
The  damage  done  by  these  pests  is  not  realised  often  by  the  people 
most  directly  affected. 

Stored  foods,  building  structures,  woodwork,  gas,  water  and 
electrical  services,  cables  and  pipes,  even  motor  vehicles  tend  to 
suffer  from  the  attention  of  rats.  Added  to  this  is  the  very  real  and 
ever  present  fact  that  these  creatures  carry  diseases  transmissible  to 
other  animals  as  well  as  human  beings. 

The  war  —  for  war  it  is  —  against  these  pests  continues  day  in 
day  out  on  the  ground,  in  yards,  fields,  warehouses,  stores,  cellars 
and  lofts,  and  because  of  this  treatment  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  have 
been  no  serious  infestations  of  rats  within  the  Borough. 

Many  business  premises  are  treated  regularly  under  contract 
and  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  promptly  by  your  rodent  operators. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

During  the  year  efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  inspections  under  the  Act,  and  a  total  number  of  223 
visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  compared  with  224  in  1967. 

There  have  been  again  a  number  of  changes  involving  altera¬ 
tions  of  records  and  new  inspections  but  this  must  be  regarded  as 
inevitable  in  order  to  keep  an  accurate  picture  of  condition  in  affected 
premises. 

Compliance  with  the  Act  and  Regulations  is  generally  quite 
good,  although  from  time  to  time  problems  arise,  particularly  in 
winter  when  it  appears  difficult  to  maintain  the  required  temperature 
in  some  shops. 

Short  spells  of  cold  weather  seem  to  emphasize  the  problem. 
In  this  and  in  other  fields  it  seems  that  as  a  nation  we  prefer  to  ignore 
the  fact  that  the  winter  months  bring  low  temperatures,  snow,  ice 
and  fog. 

Only  four  accidents  have  been  reported  during  the  year  and 
fortunately  none  of  these  involved  serious  injury. 

There  have  been  no  prosecutions  during  the  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newark  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  Rural  District  for  1968. 

The  estimated  population  of  16,050  shows  a  reduction  of  400 
over  the  1967  figure.  Paradoxically,  137  new  dwellings  were 
occupied  in  1968.  Perhaps  the  1971  cenus  will  throw  some  light 
on  these  discrepancies. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  6.5  is  very  low  this  year.  This 
figure  should  not  be  treated  with  great  optimism  as,  a  variation  in 
the  actual  number  of  deaths,  by  one  or  two,  causes  a  correspondingly 
large  fluctuation  in  the  mortality  rate.  The  England  and  Wales 
figure  for  1968  is  18.0.  If  this  mortality  rate  of  18  is  compared 
with  the  Rural  District  infant  mortality  rate  of  104.7  in  1912  then 
one  can  realise  the  great  improvement  in  infant  health  and  survival 
over  56  years.  The  two  infant  deaths  this  year  occurred  in  the 
first  week  of  life.  This  fact  shows  that  we  are  now  approaching  the 
hard  core  of  infants  deaths  that  occur  due  to  congenital  deformities, 
which  are  often  incompatible  with  prolonged  survival. 

45%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  heart  disease  and  cerebro¬ 
vascular  disease  categories  —  this  is  in  line  with  the  general  mortality 
statistics  today. 

The  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Regulations  changed  in 
1968.  Some  diseases  have  been  removed  and  some  have  been  added. 
In  view  of  these  alterations  I  have  deleted  the  usual  infectious  disease 
table.  There  were  no  large  scale  epidemics  during  1968. 

Dr.  North  retired  during  1968  and  I  am  grateful  to  him  for  his 
advice  on  local  problems  during  my  first  few  months  of  office. 

I  am  also  appreciative  of  the  help  and  kindness  shown  to  me  by 
you  Mr.  Chairman,  the  Members  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Taylor  and 
his  staff.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1968.  The 
Health  and  Health  Services  remain  satisfactory. 

The  estimated  population  for  mid- 1968  shows  a  rise  of  1,420 
over  the  1967  figure. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  this  year  is  a  little  higher  than  last 
year.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  rose  from  18 
to  22  and,  of  these,  15  died  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  birth  rate  and  death  rate  for  the  Rural  District  and  for 
England  and  Wales  are  very  similar.  In  the  mortality  statistics, 
43%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  Heart  and  Cerebro  Vascular 
Disease  categories. 

Due  to  alterations  in  the  Regulations  governing  Infectious 
Disease  Notifications  in  October  1968,  I  have  excluded  the  infectious 
disease  table.  Many  of  the  columns  have  been  negative  for  several 
years,  and  any  outbreaks  of  these  uncommon  diseases  would  have 
been  reported  to  the  Council  at  the  time,  and  also  receive  appropriate 
individual  comment  in  the  subsequent  annual  report.  No  infectious 
diseases  require  any  comment  this  year. 

During  the  year  Dr.  North  retired  after  10  years  service  with  the 
Council.  I  would  like  to  add  my  thanks  to  him  for  his  help  and 
advice  during  my  first  few  weeks  of  office. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  R.  E.  Banks,  one  of  our  Public 
Health  Inspectors  left  us  to  join  a  large  poultry  processing  organisa¬ 
tion,  where  I  am  sure  his  experience  and  knowledge  will  serve  that 
industry  well. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  letter  we  know  that  Mr.  Hall  will  be 
retiring  in  a  few  weeks  time.  Having  spent  over  40  years  in  the 
department  his  widespread  knowledge,  and  experience  of  this  district, 
has  been  invaluable,  and  I,  like  many  others,  will  miss  his  cheerful 
countenance  and  advice.  I  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council, 
and  all  colleagues  and  staff  in  the  Council  Offices.

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

Poultry  Inspection 

The  output  at  the  large  plant  has  remained  constant  at  approxi¬ 
mately  128,000  birds  per  week  with  approximately  5,500  turkeys 
killed  between  August  and  November.  After  bacterial  investigation 
of  the  water  supply  which  is  obtained  from  a  bore  hole  it  was 
advised  that  all  the  water  should  be  chemically  treated.  On  1st 
January,  1969  a  permanent  and  qualified  inspector  was  employed 
by  the  firm  for  hygiene  and  quality  control.
